IONSERVATIVE CONVENTION - The Aftermath. 

Oh well, I've been wrong before and no doubt will be again. Michael Wilson did play out his role, he 
insured Mulroney's momentum when he crossed the floor. However either Crosbie or Clarke may have won if one 
>r the other had crossed the floor. The fact tbat these two wouldn't combine does show where some of the 
laucus trouble was. Joe Clark gave the leadership to Mulroney when he stayed in after the 2nd ballot; the 
Tact that he failed to pick up any support in the 2nd and 3rd ballots should have indicated to him that he 
iidn' t have a chance. 

In the aftermath it's been stated that ClArk preferred Mulroney in order tp bring some unity to the 
jarty. I really don't believe that. Mulroney 'will' bring the party together, but I wonder if the emphasis 
Dn speaking french and on Mulroney as a native-son of Quebec is being overplayed. What about the rest of us, 
ioesn't the 60% of the English speaking population count for anything? If Mulroney is such a saviour for the 
Conservatives in Quebec - why doesn't he run there in a by-election? I predict (oh no) that if the Liberals 
counter with John Turner (He's their only hope) in the next election then the conservatives will make some 
jains in Quebec, but these will be offset by unexpected losses in the West (I'll explain my reasoning next 
issue) . 

THE CONSERVATIVE CABINET. 

Here Mulroney can take advantage of the considerable talent in the Caucus. He kept on Eric Neilson as 
•louse Leader which was a good idea. Neilson will not make any more comments like the one he nade on the 
Convention floor. He's fiercely loyal to the party and keeping him on as interim house leader will keeep 
him loyal. 

Joe Clark will obviously get a key cabinet position (as he should), probably External affairs. As long as 
he doesn't try to move our embassy in Israel to Jerusalem again fe.es should be an assett. Wilson, because he 
started the Mulroney roll at the convention will get another key position. I would say either Finance or 
Snergy Mines & Resources. The latter wouldn't be a welcome move in Alberta where the fact that Wilson was the 
only candidate who didn't meet with King Peter is not forgotten. Crosbie would be a better choice for the 
Energy Portfolio. It would satisfy his ego for an important position as well as keeping his supporters happy. 
Crosbie' s 'natural' talents would aid him here and he wouldn't have to speak french out west. 

As for Flora, who held the External Affairs Portfolio in the short-lived Conservative Government. Well, 
she only got it due to her loyalty to Joe (don't forget that she crossed the floor of the convention so 
•nsny years ago). So I'd say don't giver her a key position but something like Northern Affairs (Give her to 
the Metis and Innuitl).
